1. The team of operation FIG TREE and W/T Operator FIEND/3 
entered Albania for an intelligence mission and to set up a 
winter base 24 September 1952. 

2 0 The case officer advised DTCLUTCH on the 26th of September 
that shortly after the team crossed the Greek-Albanian border it 
was ambushed and one member of the team being wounded. 

3. The team successfully returned to Greek territory not

4. Immediately upon being notified by ‘the case officer of the
